In opposition to this strong case my 
lawyer had scarcely any witnesses of 
Importance.

We have 
been shown that Mr. Norton and my 
client were heard quarreling in Mr. 
Norton’s room and that after that the 
deceased left the bouse, a 3 did also my 
client. Later the miller’s son sees my 
client return from a trip on the lake. 
Here, then, from the mouths of the 
prosecution’s witnesses we find the 
weak spot in their case. My learned 
adversary will explain that the oars 
found on the island reached that point 
in the boat; that the two men went to 
the island together, thus using both 
pairs of oars; that the killing was done 
there and that my client then returned, 
leaving the oars behind him as well as 
the dead body.

But, even granting that 
and admitting the killing, is it prob¬ 
able that my client would deliberately 
leave behind him a pair of oars known 
to belong to him? Or, even granting 
forgetfulness to that extraordinary ex¬ 
tent, is it likely that be would take a 
witness with him on the following 
morning to that very island to discover 
the body and show the oars floating in 
the water? Is It not more likely prob¬ 
able that he would have gone alone to 
recover the oars and that he would 
have left the body where it was till oth¬ 
ers found it, perhaps weeks afterward? 
Certainly, as you are Intelligent men,, 
you will see that the theory of the 
prosecution is ridiculous. But I must 
in some way, then, account for the 
presence of the oars at the island. We 
know that Mr. Norton was out. Why 
may it not be that, after my client had 
returned to his bed and after the mill¬ 
er’s son had gone fishing, Mr. Norton 
took this pair of oars, loosed the boat 
from the stake and went over to Deer 
island, where by some accident he was 
drowned and the oars left in the 
bushes, the boat floating southward till 
found by the miller’s son? Why is not 
that possible? You will ask what car¬ 
ried him to the island. I do not know, 
any more than you know what carried 
the two men there in one boat. But if 
I might guess I should say -that after 
the quarrel he went to the island to 
bury that poor dog, missing for ten 
days—missing because he had taken it 
to Deer island to spite my client and 
left it there to die, a piece of brutality 
quite on a par with his having broken 
the poor animal’s leg with a stick.” 

I was very proud of that argument. 
I thought that my lawyer had done re¬ 
markably well with a poor ease, and I 
was more pleased because I saw that 
the jury were moved. I felt satisfied 
that after the doubt thus created in 
their minds they would never convict 
me of a capital offense. 

The prosecuting attorney did not 
make a long speech, hut it was a 
strong one. 

“I must congratulate the prisoner,” 
he began, "upon the ingenuity of my 
legal friend, his defendant. What the 
other side lack in the way of evidence 
they make up in sophistry. Mark that 
I do not say logic, for, just as it has 
been explained to you to he convincing 
circumstantial evidence must fit all the 
facts, so also is it with an argument.

these duties to the “old maids,” 
widows aAd mothers that have 
brought up their children, and 
look out for the welfare of your 
child while you can. I do not won¬ 
der, you cannot wonder when yon 
stop and give these matters any 
thought, that so many children 
curse their parents when they be¬ 
come men and women, I only 
wonder there are not more. 

On the other hand we can thank 
God that there are good and true 
mothers, mothers that fully real¬ 
ize what it means to he a true 
mother. I had one of these moth¬ 
ers, and I thank God every day 
that he gave me such an one, she 
showed me what the word mother 
conveys in its fullest term, even if 
she did, as many say, “make a 
slave of herself,” for her children, 
not one of them but what blesses 
her in their womanhood and man¬ 
hood, and many a famous man or 
woman has given his mother the 
credit for making him what he is, 
and without doubt the credit goes 
where it belongs. It is the early 
impressions of mother and home 
that mold the soul'more than any¬ 
thing else, and when we can estab- 
Jish this iact in the minds of our 
people, a civilization higher and 
nobler than all preceding ages 
will dawn in the world. 

When you remember that your 
child is destined to bless or curse

the world, "to be an upward or 
downward influence in the sea of 
complex influences that bear hu¬ 
manity on, what question, prob¬ 
lem or thought arises, to such com¬ 
manding height or can in any 
measure compare with this? 

And another thing to thank God 
for is that there are some teachers 
ready to sacrifice themselves for 
these little ones that are hunger¬ 
ing for a mother’s love and atten¬ 
tion; I know that a teacher with 
forty or fifty of these little ones 
cannot spend much time with one 
alone, but remember they are at 
that age when they are impressi¬ 
ble, hungry for something good or 
bad whichever it may be; think 
my fellow workers, especially 
those in the Primary work, what 
rests on us. Do we realize the re¬ 
sponsibility we have undertaken 
when we take up this work? Do 
we take it home to ourselves 
enough that we are helping make 
the child’s life good or bad, that 
we are reflecting in them what 
we are. Are we capable of the task 
we have taken upon us, to help 
mold these little lives into the 
men and women we shall be proud 
of in after vears? 

Many times when I go into my 
room and look into the dear little 
faces, innocent little things, ready 
for any impression, I stop and 
question myself: Am I worthy the 
place I fill, and I sometimes won¬ 
der if I am good enough for it. 
But I do feel this way, if I can 
keep the child busy and happy 
and make him love me (and it is 
the duty of every Primary teacher 
to so love the little ones that they 
cannot help loving their teachor) 
if I can do this, they cannot do 
much wrong, and I do try with 
my limited supply of busy work 
to do it. I know it is a question 
and a tax upon the teacher, but it 
is your duty if you are to make a 
teacher of yourseif, to study aud 
find the need of each child. You 
say this is a task, so it is, but what 
have you taken the stand as a 
teacher for if you are Dot willing 
to Work? not merely for the money 
I hope. If you have, you must soon¬ 
er or later step down from your 
position as a teacher and give your 
place to one more worthy to fill it. 

When we can be brought io 
realize “that a fate of a nation” 
rests with us as teachers, then we 
shall try, perhaps, to do our whole 
duty at ail times and in every 
place, and until We can do this, we 
need not wonder if we are not 
sought for, aud we can not expect 
to be called to higher things by 
Him who said, “Thou hast been 
faithful over a few things I will 
make thee ruler over many.” 

Have I been hard on you, moth¬ 
ers and teachers? I am sorry if I 
I have, but something must be done 
along this line and right quick, 
We must begin at home and in the 
Primary schools, I think you 
will agree with me that I have 
spoken the truth, and tho truth 
will bear condemnation, I am so 
far from being the kind of a 
teacher that I have tried to pict¬ 
ure to you that it troubles me* and 
i shall change my position as a 
teacher as soon as possible. The 
only redeeming feature about me 
is, I know my faults, but I do feel, 
aud I know that my fellow work-

NOT REVERSIBLE. 


One Decision That thp Supreme 
Court Couldn’t Alter. 

In the good old days when Judge 
Gaslin sat upon the bench in a district 
that comprised the western half of 
Nebraska, the rustler, the horse thief 
and the killer abounded. Judge Gaslin 
was aware that there was but one way 
to rid the country of these pests, and 
that way was to make it too hot for 
them. Accordingly Judge Gaslin, when 
one of them was put on trial, admitted 
evidence that was sometimes “incom¬ 
petent, irrelevant and immaterial," but 
as it was generally true that if the 
prisoner was not guilty he had been 
guilty of something equally bad Judge 
Gaslin let It go at that and clinched 
the prisoner on general principles. The 
result was that the supreme court re¬ 
versed a good many of the judge's 
cases, 

During these perilous times an atro¬ 
cious murder was committed in Adams 
county and the perpetrators Were soon 
captured. The evidences of guilt were 
plain, and the two prisoners were soon 
pronounced guilty and sentenced to be 
hanged. But as several notorious char¬ 
acters had recently been allowed to es¬ 
cape by the supreme court, the people 
of Adams determined to forestall any¬ 
thing of that kind by quietly lynching 
the prisoners. The two men were tak¬ 
en from the jail and hanged to a rail¬ 
road bridge east of town. 

The bodies were left hanging to the 
bridge, and next morning Judge Gas¬ 
lin sauntered out that way to take a 
look. He gazed on the swaying bodies 
for a few moments without saying a 
word. Then he turned to a friend and 
remarked: 

“1 sentenced those two fellows to be 
hanged. That’s one decision that in¬ 
fernal supreme court won’t reverse,”— 
Omaha World-Herald. 


THE REPORTER’S METHODS. 


Harked Difference From Those of the 
Orator, Preacher and Novelist, 

Probably not one reader in a hundred 
has paused to notice that a newspaper 
article is written on ,a plan just the re¬ 
verse of that of a sermon or oration. 
Comparatively few ministers have an¬ 
alyzed the subject sufficiently to notice 
this fact, and their ignorance of It will 
often account for the reluctance of 
newspapers to accept matter contribut¬ 
ed by them. It Is worth the while of 
every man and woman to know the 
general plan on which newspaper arti¬ 
cles are written, for almost everybody 
desires at times to announce something 
through the press. The mere knowl¬ 
edge of the theory will not make a suc¬ 
cessful writer in this or any other de¬ 
partment, hut it is the first step. 

The skillful preacher or orator usual¬ 
ly reserves his most important points 
until toward the end of his discourse, 
closing with a climax; the skillful 
newspaper reporter puts his climax in¬ 
to his first sentence and ends with the 
most nonessential detail. While the 
novelist secures his dramatic effect by 
keeping the secret of his story hidden 
as long as possible, the reporter attains 
success by revealing his secret as 
quickly as words will let him. Both 
are working on principles as clearly 
defined as that on which a sonnet is 
constructed, but the modern newspa¬ 
per article Is of so much more recent 
date that few critics have analyzed it, 
and even many of the best New York 
writers work daily upon the foregoing 
principle without knowing it. No man 
can work many days under a metropol¬ 
itan city editor without learning it.— 
Chicago Christian Advocate.
